Court of Appeals Confirms Decision 
That They Cannot Practice—Test 
Brought by Miss Labriola.

ROME. Oct. 31.—The Court of Appeais to- 
day confirmed the decisioris of the lower 
courts to the effect that women Cannot prac- 
tice law.

He performed hie experimental operations 
on the thoracic aorta, which carries the 
blood from the heart and is the largest blood 
vessel in the body. Dogs were used, 
of the thoracic acrta was little heard of be 
fore the advent of Carrel into the scientific 
world, 

The results of his experiments are cum 
marized thus in an article entitled Results 
of Permanent Intubation of Thoracic Aorta, 
published here in the Journal of the Amert- 
can Medical Association. 

Stralaut tubes of glass, aluminium, or of 
gold plated aluminium were employed by 
Carrel. Their diameter was generally 9 or 
10 mm., while the length was 4 mm. As 
the dogs were of various sizes, the tubes dis- 
tended, exactly fitted the sorta, or were of 
relatively smaller caliber. Before being used 
the tubes were paraffined. As soon as the tube 
Was introduced into the lumen of the vessel 
two silk threads which had been previously 
put around the aorta were tied. 


Operation a Simple One. ‘ 


“ These ligatures should be tied tightly 
enough to prevent the tube from slipping, 
but not too tightly; there is danger of cutting 
the aortic wall, which has been found to be 
very friable. The clamps were removed and 
the circulation reéstablished through the ta- 
tubated segment. There was generally no 
hemorrhage from the opening in the sortic 
wall. 

N. Even expertments were performed 
Seven animals were intubated with a glass 
tube, three with an aluminium tube, and one 
with a gold plated aluminium tube. Twe of 
the animals intubated with a glass tube died 
of hemorrhage eight and eleven days re- 
spectively, after the operation. 

“The permanent intubation of a large 
artery is a simple operation. It may become 
practical if the shape and the nature of the 
tubes be modified in such a manner as to 
prevent the laceration of the aortic wall, It 
is probable that the use of smooth edged gold 
tubes, or of tubes lined with a vein, wild be 
followed by better results.”

The powers, fearing disorders and mas- 
gacres in Turkey, are hurrying warships to 
the various ports of that country to protect 


foreign residents. 


A noticeable feature of the war is the in- 
gignificant parts played by the Turkish and 
Greek fleets. 
The Servian legation has received a dis- 
patch from Belgrade giving accounts by re- 
turned Servian officers of atrocities commit- 
ted by the Turkish troops before abandoning 
the country conquered by the Servians. 
“Wherever the Turks passed,” says the 
dispatch, the Servian army found only 
Jand st’ wn with bodies of men, women, and 
childrei., mutilated in the most barbarous 
fashion. Bodies of* men were also found 


bound totrees. They had been burned alive | 


by means of fires kindled under the feet. 
One body bore indications of having been 
roasted on a gridiron. 

Describing the defeai of the Turks at 
Kallar, Macedonia, a dispatch to the Chron- 


4 icle says they left 2,000 dead, while 500 were 


taken prisouers. Seven guns fell into the 
hands of the Greeks. 


Turkish Council Talking Peace. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 1, 1 a m— 
Serious news has been received from the 
front. The council of ministers is still sitting 
at the porte. It is believed that the min- 
isters ‘aré discussing the question of con- 
cluding peace with the Balkan states. 

Mouragundhian Effende, the Turkish min- 
ister of foreign affairs, is quoted as having 
replied to a joint note from the ambassadors 
as to whether intervention by. the powers 
would be acceptable, that Turkey was willing 
to accept the good offices of the powers, if 
offered unanimously, on the basis of giving 
adequate guarantees for reforms, but that 
the integrity of the Turkish empire must be 
respected. 

Otherwise, the minister is said to have de- 
elared, Turkey would fight to a finish. 


Bulgarians See Bright Future. 

SOFIA, Oct. 31.—News of the defeat of the 
Turkish army was received here late tonight 
with a feeling of great relief, but no nolsy 
demonstration. 

The people are now looking forward to 
Bulgaria becoming a great power in the Bal- 
kans, as Turkey formerly was. 

It is understood the fighting has been of the 
fiercest character, night even affording no in- 
termission. The Turks suffered severely. 
Many were captured and great numbers of 
dead were left on the field. 

Little has been heard from the Bulgarian 
left wing, which stretches from Bunarhissar 
to Midia. In this territory the Turks greatly 
outnumbered the Bulgarians, who have been 
able only to hold tfreſf on. 


Bulgars Superior in Strategy. 

The Bulgarian victory was due to superior 
strategy combined.with the extreme energy 
of their offensive movement. It appears that 
the object of the rapid advance early in the 
week on Visa and Midia was not really to 
outflank the Turkish right but to mislead the 
Turks. 

This was entirely successful. The Tur 
moved their reserves by sea and along the 
coast to strengthen the right wing, which 
reached to Istrandia, and directed all thelr 
efforts to meeting what they belleved”to be 
the main attack. 

Meanwhile the Bulgarians were really con- 
centrating at Eeki-Baba, whither troops had 
been hurried by convergent roads from be- 
fore Adrianople and Kirk-Kilisseh. The Bul- 
garians’ main force, on their right wing, was 
thus superior in strength to the Turks at 
Lule Burgas and was able te hurl them back. 


150,000 Routed 250, 000. 

It is believed that the total Turkish force 
numbered 250,000, as compared with 160,000 
Bulgarians, the latter being obliged to leave 
many men around Adrianople. 

Probably the decisive movement on the 
Bulgarian right wad one turough Airobol, 
fifteen miles to the soath of Eeki-Baba, which 
turned the Turkish flank. |. 

The Turkish reserves west of Yenikin, nine 
divisions strong, were pushed forward to- 
ward the center of the Turkish line to check 
the Bulgarian advance, but it is believed that 


these reserves are also in retreat. 


Many guns and large quantities of ammmuni-

tion were captured. Atvali, near Lule Bru- 
gaa, and Maras have been burned. 

All the Christian inhabitents, according to 
the Bulgarians, were massacred. 

Wounded Bulgarians are arriving here in 
thousands. All the larger public buildings 
and many houses have been converted into 
hospitals. Beds cannot be provided for all 
and many lie on the bare floors, but all the 
Turaish prisoners have beds. The wounded 
from the last great battle have not yet 
rived. 


Reporter’s Story of Battle. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
| VIENNA, Nov. 1.—The Turkish rout is con- 
Srmed by Lieut. Wagner in a dispatch to the 
Reichspost received early this morning. It is 
as follows: 

“ Headquarters of the Second Burgarian 
Army, Thursday.—The Bulgarians called up 
all their available troops from other positions 
for a decisive fight with the Turkish eastern 
army. Before the battle of Kirk-Kilisseh 
three to four brigades were passed from the 
western army to the eastern army and after 
Kirk-Kilisseh the losses in that fight were 
made good by bringing reinforcements from 
the army engaged in the siege of Adrianople. 


Hand to Hand Conflicts. 

“At the battle on the Visa-Lule Burgas 
line 280,000 men were engaged. The original 
Plan arranged by headquarters for the at- 
tack on the Turkish army was altered some- 
what owing to the retreat of the Turks fron. 
Baba Bski, and the attack was made on 
their right wing from Seria to Dunar-Kissar, 
so that the left wing came emriier into con- 
flict with the advancing Turks. 

Severe hand to hand confiicts took place 
in the woods, during which the Turkish re- 
servists from Asia Minor behaved with great 
courage. Their forward movement was. 
however, checked, although at this point the 
| Turks brought up fresh reserves repeatedly 
The Turkish lines were finally forced into 


fight then took on the same character as at 
Kirk-Kilisseh. The Turks began with a 
courageous rush. They they broke ranks. 
Finally they were seized with panic and the 
panic spread to the entire army corps. 


Retreat Becomesa Ront. 

Four Turkieh divisions (48,000 men) were 
put to flight and die persed in confusion. On 
the right wing the Turks had intrenched 
themselves on several strong lines on each 
side of Lule Burgas. The Bulgarian arttilery 
took up a position on the flank of the in- 
trenchments and shelled the Turkish nee. 

“The Bulgarien infantry showed a most 
remarkable contempt for death. 

The Turkish retreat became a rout and 
the defeat of the Turkish army was com- 
plete. ‘ 

Tho fall of the Tchataldja Mne of defense, 
the last hope of Constantinople, s expected.” 


Powers Prepare to Intervene. 

The crushing defeat of the Turks is ac- 
knowlgiged on all sides and the paramount 
question now has become, What of the 
future? It is credibly stated that M. Poin- 
caire, the French premier, has proposed to 
the powers that the time has come to offer to 
mediate. 

Whether the action of the powers will take 
this form or another, it is regarded as cer- 
tain that the Duropean concert is about to 
intervene in the Balkans. It is said that 
joint representations will be made et Con- 
stantinople or the other capitals tomorrow 
or Saturday. 

According to one statement there fe no 
question of direct negotiation between Tur- 
key and the allies, Turkey being only willing 
to negotiate through the powers.

When aatitoxin is injected it 

searches out the diphtheria toxin, oeutralizes 

it, and leaves the tissues of the body un- 

| touched. When quinine is taken for malaria 

every tissue in the body is poisoned, but the

' more than any other cell that the result, ina 
| Certain sense, is specific.

For tuberculosis we have tuberculin. This 
carefully used over a long time builda up the 
reaéstance of the body to the tuzin the 
tubercle bacillus, but not to the bacillus 
itself. Certainly there is none of the 
eitect seen after diphtheria antitoxin is 
used. 

The present consumption cure consists in 
building up the resisting forces. They then 
fight back in a general sort of way and 
as the tubercular process is the most evident 
force at which to strike, the quickened re- 
sistance strikes at it. 

It is as if a sleeping giant had been half 
awakened to a sense of danger, and, simul- 
taneously, to a desire to tight back. The 
monster lunges out against whatever is at 
hand. It may fight against the enemy. It 
may waste its force in a futile struggle. 
The elements of cure are rest, food, aad 
fresif air.

One of the best books on curing consump- 
tion ia My Personal Experience with Con- 
suuiption,” by Koss. In an article in the 
October number of the Journal of Outdoor 
Life, Ross says: 

„The day s work should consist of rest; 
rest should be the only business on band, 
„»The error that many fall into is 
in confusing rest with some of the many 
forms of recreation. Hence, it is necessary 
that we ‘ standardize our meaning of rest to 
fit the cuse of the person suffering with 
tuberculosis.

“ Resting is a severe test upon one’s pa- 
tience. It will be taxed to the utmost again

at this point. Getting well requires the 
} exercise of many of one’s powers, and fore 
most of these is patience and restraint. The 
development of these two faculties will save 
much energy, every ounce of which is need- 
ed. A large percentage of those who have 
not been cured might ha ve been had they 
learned to rest in the proper manner dus ing 
the curative period.”

In his appearance he suggests the prelate 
rather than the jurist. His voice, heavy and 
inflexible, savors of the music of the brasen 
vessels in the rubric of the church. It ig 
usually pitched in a high key, and may be 
said to be in keeping with the sacerdotal 
appearance of the whilom “ Dicky’ Web- 
ster. 

Possessed of the kindest heart, which ac- 
counts for his popularity, his manner is 
at first misleading, for there is a certain 
austerity of voice and a supercilious eleva- 
tion of the eyebrows on first acquaintance 
which are not precisely inviting, but the ef- 
fect of which is always rapidly dissipated 
when he has been induced to sing a comic 
song, at which he has been an adept.

Refuses to Answer on Own Advice. 
To all questions relating directly: to the 
‘formation of the International Harvester 
oompany Mr. Bentley had absolutely notb- 
ing to say. He retused to answer on advice 
of counsel, but his refusal was different from 
Mr. Harriman's in that he himself happened 
“to be thé counsel whose advice he had re- 
‘ceived. Mr. Bentley did not use Mr. Harri- 
man's expression.

As attorney for the 
McCormick heirs, he feft, he could not an- 
swer any questions that had to do with the 
part he played in the merging of the Me- 
Cormick Machine company with the Inter- 
national Harvester company: Personally, 
he asserted, he had no objections to testi- 
fying, ‘but his duty to his clients impelled 
him to refuse to do so until. they themselves 
had waived his privilege.

Mr. Grosvenor began his examination by 

asking Mr. Bentley. if in 1902 he had attended 
a meeting at 40 Wall street.

Make Returns on Eddy Property. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 81.—-Mrs. Mary Baker 6. 
Eddy, founder of the Christian Science church, 
had in Massachusetts at the time of her death 
$82,843 in personal property, and real estate 
valued at $155,000, according to the report of 
the appraisers of the estate. They were in- 
structed to make return to Josiah E. Foranald 
of Concord, N. H., administrator of the Will of 
Mrs. Eddy. 

All the personal property goes to the Chris- 
tian Science church under the decision of the 
Supreme court of New Hampshire, which. sus- 
tained the will ef Mrs. Eddy. The entire 
amount which will be turned over to the church 
is about $2,000,000, 

The Massachusetts Supreme court, which has 
jurisdiction only over te $155,000 of real estate 
within the commonwealth, has decided that the 
statute bare the Christian Science church from 
receiving this property, but that it may be ad- 
ministered as a charitable trust by the trustees 
appointed by the court. 


U. S. Center of Education. 


New York, Oct. 81.—The United States is 
rapidly becoming the educational center of the 
world if statistics prepared by Prof. Rudolf 
Tombo of Columbia university are correct. Dr.

ws suppose I should hide my head in shame 
because I am so old fashioned as to make my 
own soap, but I don't intend to do anything of 
ae kind. I save $4 or $5 a year and am proud 

t 

“Into a five pound lard pail I turn odds and 
ends of grease not quite good enough to tse 
for shortening ginger bread or frying potatoes. 
When a smaller pail which holds the better 
‘drippings ! overflows, it also goes into the soap 
grease pail. When I have five pound of grease 
I buy a 10 cent can of lye, and if I have no 
borax in the house I get a 10 or 15 cent pack- 
age and proceed as follows: 

I beat the grease until it will run nicely 
through a cheesecloth and strain it through 
same into a large granite kettle. In another 
granite receptacle I put the can of concentrated 


_lye and fill the empty can with water three 


times over, adding the water to the lye, and 
after -stirring a moment or two I turn this 
liquid lye into the kettle of grease. I use a 
granite spoon for stirring. A wooden pail and 
wooden spoon may. be used if preferred, but tin- 
ware is injured by. the strong lye. The grease 
is not hot now, but simply warm. I stir the 
lye into it and do not leave the work until the 
eeap sets. Constant stirring; however, is not 
necessary after the first three or four minutes, 
so I take a book and sit down, with the pail 
or kettle on the floor at my right hand, and 
etir and read alternately. After the first five 
minutes of stirring I add about & cents’ worth 


‘seriously. 


the consistency of hasty pudding; then it can 
be turned into pasteboard boxes, the sides and 
ends of which can be broken down to cut. the 
soap into bars after three or four hours. An 
envelope box makes good shaped pieces of 


soap. 

“The more borax used, the harder and whiter 
and softer in texture—emoother feeling—the 
soap will be; the whole of a 10 cent package 
can be used if desired. 

“The above amount of makes just 
enough soap to last my family of three until 
the pail is full again; it is about what I would 
pay $1 for at the store. Soap making in large 
quantities is a disagreeable smelling and a hard 
job, but in this small way it is ne more irk- 
some than is the making of a cake or any 
other bit of housework that requires the same 
length of time. Of course great caution must 
be used when handling the lye, for it surely 
will burn you ‘if you don’t watch out.’ 

“A cousin who is a chemist told me to 
sprinkle the lignite coal before using it in the 
furnace. He claimed that this would Uderate 
the gas in such a way that the units of heat 
would be greater, the smoke less, and that the 
coal“ would last longer. I don’t understand just 
what happens, but I obeyed orders. I have 
lived in the same house for twelve years; there- 
fore I think last winter’s test should be taken 
I burned two tons less of coal than 
I had burned any winter for four years (I did 
not have the bills further back than that), and 
one ton less than the preceding winter, which 
was much milder than last year. The winter of 
1911-12 was unusually severe in Colorado, and 
it was the first year I experimented with the 
sprinkling. 

“The faucet through which the hot water 
boiler is drained is rather near the coal bin. I 
fastened a piece of garden hose on this faucet. 
and each time just after fixing the fire, I 
sprinkled the area that would naturally be fed 
into the furnace next time—about a half a cup 
of water to a shovelful of coal, perhaps. A 
snapping and crackling of the coal shows that 
something is doing. I am sure my house was 
warmed better with less coal than it had been 
before for several years, and therefore I am 
trying the scheme again this year.

I try to go out to buy 
meat on Saturday, but If any is needed during 
the week it is ordered with my groceries. I buy 
my bread and bake everything else we use. 1 
try not to buy anything that isn't needed, and 
each day figure to keep within the $1 Umit. 

“TI think it is necessary for every housekeeper 
to study up any recipes that come to hand, and 
when they are accustomed to cooking it is easy 
to determin which are the best without trying 
them and perhaps wasting the materials called 
for. Use a little care in the preparation of your 
meals and you will see a reduction in your ex- 
penditures.

To prevent colds and throat affections heat 
should be avoided more than cold. Overheated 
rooms are fatal to public speakers, and ten min- 
utes in an overheated room will thicken the 
throat and weaken the voice of a giant. 

The throat becomes inflamed from overstrain 
when talking. A medium tone should be used 
when one is obliged to speak for long at a 
teme. The tone should not be too low nor too 
high; the throat should be relaxed and rather 
a quiet tone used at the start. A person should 
never make an address when sick or hungry, 
nor just after a hearty meal. 

Singers never sing for three or four hours 
after eating, and then the meal must be nour- 
ishing. While the blood is working in the 
stomach the lungs haven't their share of blood 
for strength. Three hours after a meal the 
blood returns to its duties all over the body 
and normal respiration is once more resumed. 

To force the voice when one is indisposed will 
weaken the whole system, and hoarseness will 
be followed by inflammation and chronic sore 
throat.
